Vector Manufactur i n g 
Corp. will open its fifth 
plant in Lower B u c k s 
County on Saturday when 
the micro - electronics lab­ 
oratory moves into Clear­ 
view Roller Rink on Tre 
vose Ave., Lower South­ 
ampton. 


The company expects to em 
ploy 
150 
scientifically 
trained 
people in the new 
installation 
within five years. The first 15 
scientists are temporarily work­ 
ing in the microminiaturization 
center in Southampton until they 
can move into the roller rink. 


The new plant will be under 
the direct supervision of Colonel 
B. D. Beach. Company officials, 
expect to spend $100,000 in re­ 
modeling.

In addition to the Lower South­ 
ampton facility, the company al­ 
ready operates its main facility 
in Southampton, a tclemedics fa­ 
cility in Churchville, space instru­ 
mentation and experimental fa­ 
cilities in the Bensalem Town 
ship part of Trevose, sales and 
planning offices in Los Angeles, 
and another site being developed 
in Bensalem Township.
